People of the Eordofan province, 


Afrlcu, use baobab trees as reservoirs 
or the scanty water of that district 
'he trees have to be prepared care- 
ully for this use. The large branches 
re first cut off near the trunk. If this 
s not done the tnmk Is apt to'split as 
oon ns It is hollowed out 
A hole Is 


ut in Hie trunk, generally just above 


branch, which serves ns a platform 


or tbe man who is filling tbe tree, and 
be Interior is hollowed out. Round 
be bottom of the tree a shallow basin 
oine twenty or thirty feet In diameter 
s made, in which the rainwater col- 
ects. As soon as there Is n storm the 
eople go out and fill their trees. Tbe 


water so stored remains perfectly good 
ntll the end of the nert hot weather 
r even longer. A few trees, naturally 
ollow, have a hole at the top between 
he branches and fill themselves, tbe 
ranches catching the water and act- 
ng as gutters. These are called "la- 
ai," nnd are highly valued. 
The system gives a cistern twenty 
eet high and from eight to ten feet or 
ven more In diameter. Owing to the 
abor Involved in preparing and filling 
he trees water Is usually bought and 
old, and on the main roads where 
bere is much traffic, as between Na- 
ud and Jebel el Hllla on the way to 
Cl Fasher. the capital of Darfur, the 
people do a regular trade by supplying 
merchants and travelers with water. 


The bucket, called a "dlhva," cou- 
ists of n piece of leather suspended 
by strings sir inches long, from a piece 
of wood bent In a circle, to which tbe 
rope used for drawing the water is 
fastened by three or four strings. On 
'reaching the bottom of the well the 
leather opens out and collects the wa- 
ter, however little there may be.—Chi 
cago News.

at Lake Stranberg. 


SLEW HIS FRIEND AND DIED, 


'he1 Mad Bavarian 
Monarch Beat 


Faithful Dr. von Gudden to Death 
Before Heart Disease .Stopped Hit 
Own Dash For Liberty. 
For months preceding the trageflfc' 


on June 13, 1880, ;that ended his life 
King Louis II. of Bavaria had re- 
vealed many unmistakable signs of 
mental tleraugemeut.
